The white house maintained, how­ 
ever, that the President saw no cause 
for alarm in the order and was certain 
it did not constitute an invasion of 
state sovereignty, but was rather an 
aid to states. 
At the same time, the President’s 
views were being set forth, Represen­ 
tative Hill, republican, of Maryland,

Maced a resolution to prohibit state 
officers from simultaneously holding

8ELMA TIME8-JOURNAL RÉSBNT8 INCREASE 
IN RATES CHARGED BY FIRE COMPANIES 
The reent action of the fire insurance companies ¡» 
suddenly announcing to the state-at-large that an increas, 
in rate would become effective at once, has aroused th' 
resentment of the Selma Times-Journal, whlrirfeeling, nc 
doubt, is fairly general. 
The Selma paper says: 
*The action of the Southeastern underwriters as­ 
sociation in jumping the rates from 10 to 25 per cent 
in Alabama without notice feas provoked considerable 
resentment among property owners and business men 
who find themselves without recourse to resist the 
arbitrary order. 
It is a regrettable situation which 
the legislature appears never to have taken into ac­ 
count and which it made no provision to rectify or 
combat. 
Alabama has a state insurance department 
but it seems to have been given nothing more than a 
few ornamental functions. 
Had the underwriters in 
the exercise of their benevolent sovereignty seen fit 
to put on an increase of 50 instead Of 10 per cent, 
the situation would have been the same—the commis­ 
sioner could only have entered a verbal protest and sat 
down. The right of tlie trust to fix rates appears to 
be absolute, and the legislature in the past has either 
knowingly Sanctioned such a policy, or has ignorant­ 
ly allowed it to become fastened upon the state. The 
citizen who wants fire protection must either bow 
to the orders of the association which speaks for all 
the old-time companies and jfhy the scale imposed,— - 
or he can go without protection. 
The state of Mississippi a few years ago iir an 
effort to exercise some sort of jurisdiction over the 
trust, challenged some of its policies and the whole 
aggregation of companies fell in line and marched , 
out of the state. The same sort of maneuver would, 
no doubt, be staged in Alabama, should a movement 
defying their power be sponsored by those in author­ 
ity. 
Therefore, the only way to get redress for 
the present grievance or any other untoward situa­ 
tion appears to be by petition, and if this plan should 
not be effective, no relief would be possible. 
The general policy of the association which denies * 
to any given community any reward or concession 
that shows a low loss ratio, would 
appear 
to 
be 
unfair and discriminatory. 
The policy destroys all 
incentive to hold down fire damage and penalizes 
one town for the beneft of another. 
Certainly com­ 
munities lie Selma which meets every exaction 
made by the companies and exercises every measure 
of precaution to prevent property 
destruction 
by 
fire and has established a favorable prestige of im­ 
munity and loss, should have some reward for its 
care and its excellent record. 
The decision of the fire insurance companies Is no! 
calculated to make them any more popular in Alabama, 
but, after all is said and done, the fire insurance com­ 
panies have many reasons for not feeling any too con­ 
genial when they review their record of unnecessary fire 
losses, 
• 
The Daily has no idea how much or how little money 
the fire insurance companies earned in Alabama last 
year, but it would appear that the state insurance depart­ 
ment could very readily ascertain the approximate am­ 
ount. Whatever that figure was, it could have been much 
larger had it not been for the carelessness of citizens in 
handling fire, matches, inflammable material and care­ 
lessness in not making their own homes as safe as pos­ 
sible from the ravages of flames. 
To© many of us adopt the attitude that our properties 
are adequately protected by insurance, and that relieves 
'us of all worries about fire losses. The mistake, so often 
made, is that no considerttion is taken of the fact that 
fire rates are fixed for the whole community and paid for 
by the whole community. Every house has an individual 
rate, but this charge is predicated on a general basis. 
If Alabama residents are to continue to be careless with 
their property, they may expect fire insurance rates to 
continue high and they will be fortunate if there is no 
further increase.

k The Daily believes* however, that relief could be given 
if the legislature takes the proper sfeps to render it. 
Insurance in its modern form is not such an old commo­ 
dity. There was a tixpe when the situation in the insur­ 
ance Held was chaotic, in comparison to the well ordered 
manner in which insurance is sold, bought, and paid in 
these day*. 
A good deal of progress has been made ip* regulation of 
the insurance industry, and there is room for some more. 
With the losses from 
fires started 
by 
undetermined 
causes so heavy, fire insurance is a necessity now. Every 
business man, every householder who values his pos 
session must have protection. 
It then becomes the double duty of the state to see that 
the interest© of the people are safeguarded and that rates 
are not excessively high. At the same time, the state is 
faced ©Mfch the problem of trying to make people realize 
that the higher the fire loss, the higher the rate for in­ 
surance will be, and th at the public can, by the exercise 
of carefulness, cut down this loss, thereby reducing the 
charge.
